Initial steps in sewer developments 
Which it is estimated will ultimately 
cost $10,000,000 for Atlanta and aec- 
quisition of a new historic park for 
the city in the Peachtree Road sec- 
tion of Fulton county, are expected 
to be made one week from Monday 
when city council will be asked to 
approve appropriation of. $25,000 to 
bezin at once a triangular survey of 
Atlanta. 

This announcement was made Fri- 
day afternoon at a joint meeting of 
the bond commission, appointed 
supervise expenditure of the $8,000,- 
000 bond issue; Fulton county com- 
missioners, the sewer committee of 
city council and city construction 
chiefs. The meeting was called by 
William Candler, chairman of the 
bond commission, but was held under 
sponsorship of the sewer committee 
of the commission. 

The bond commission voted to ask 
city council for the appropriation in 
order to expedite the survey which 
it is planned to begin at once. The 
money will be advanced enly until 
bond funds become available and will 
be deducted from the $2,000.00 al- 
location for sewerage improvements, 
according to plans. 

“This will provide sufficient funds 
to begin work on triangulation at 
once and to continue until January 
1,” William H. Hansell, chief of con- 
struction, stated. 

Approval Expected. 

The matter will be brought te the 
finance committee of city council at 
its meeting next Thursday and is ex- 
pected to receive the approval of that 
body. It then will be carried to coun- 
cil and the mayor for final approval. 


The sewer committee of city council 
will sponser the loan in council, it 
was said. 

The new park will be composed of 
125 acres now occupied by the Peach- 
tree Road dispesal plant and of about 
179 acres which it was announced 
property owners would give to the 
city. Strips of land en each side of 
Peachtree creek from Howell Mill 
road to Peachtree road would be giv- 
en the city for such a park. This ter- 
ritory is the site of some of the hard- 
est fought engagements of the Hattle 
of Atlanta, and the headquarters of

Washington, June 11.— (%) —A 
back fire was heard at the capitol 
today from the recent letter spoa- 
sored by all democratic members of 
the house from New York except 
Representative Jacobstein, of Roch- 
ester, to Senator Wadsworth, repub- 
lican, New York, assailing the sena- 
tor’s recent pronouncement against 
prohibition. 

Several, including Representative 


Black, of Brooklyn, said the letter 
was written without their knowledge 
and although not opposed to the gen- 
eral purpose of the communication, 
they objected to its phraseology. 

A number of New York republicans 
have conferred with Speaker Long- 
worth over the advisability of mov- 
ing to expunge the letter from the 
Congressional Record where it ap- 
peared yesterday under an extension 
of remarks granted Representative 
O'Connor, of New York city. 

The republicans hold the letter has 
‘no place in the record while the New 
York democrats are somewhat divided 
‘on this point. Mr. Longworth said 
several of the democrats had conferred 
i'with him and that he thought it likely 
they would move to expunge the let- 
‘ter, 


The communication charged Sena- 
tor Wadsworth, who isa candidate 
for reelection, with turning political 
flip flops on prohibition and asserted 
that if he wanted to be “wet, ” he 
should join the “only wet party in 
the state of | New York—the demo- 
cratic party.” 

Mr. O’Connor, who had the joint 
letter printed in the record, today 
made public another communication 
to Senator Wadsworth signed only 
by himself. It said in part: 

“Tt is unfortunate for you that 
the letter in the record has so up- 
set you and your friends. It was 
merely a review of your dry vote 
and yeur public record for the past 
eight years. 

“T understand your dry colleagues 
in the house, Messrs. Snell, Crowther, 
(both New York republican mem- 
bers), and others propose to move to 
strike the letter from the record. I 
write to inquire if you personally 
desire to suppress from the record, 
published for the information of the 
voters, such a fair, accurate and just 
statement. of your record and votes as 
a dry.”

Mrs. Andrews’ Statement. 
Mrs. Andrews, Friday, made the 


following formal statement: 

The police committee are troubling 
themselves needlessly in making their new 
regulation. Snfficient light is being thrown 
on the situation by this one effort te ex- 
pose conditions and in this effort nothing 
was done to halt officers in their duty but 
to urge them on to greater zeal to get rid 
of inefficiency and unfaithfatness. 

Efforts in the past have been rather un- 
snecessful by reporting officers to the 
lice committee, for even when they are tried 
and found gulity, they are exonerated and 
quickly returned to the force. 

I have in mind one in particular whom 
I reported and was told that sufficient evi- 
dence was furnished to hang him and yet 
he was only suspended for three months and 
reinstated in less than a month. 

In reply to the charge of slander brought 
against me by Grover Fain through two 
of his men, J. A. Allen and C. E. Hale, in 
which Mr. Fain stated that he could not 
control his force because of my interfer- 
ence and that I was in a place where few 
if any white women go, and in which two 
suits for $10,000 each are filed against 
me by the two policemen for embarrass- 
ment, humiliation and loss of character. I 
will take the charges up in the regular 


order: 
Attacks Captain Fain, 

First I will say that Grover Fain does 
not control himself, and because of that 
lack of control, if for no other reason, can- 
not and does not control his men. At 
best they are not regulated and controlled 
to serve the best, law-abiding, law-respect- 
ing citizens of Atlanta. It was for that 
reason that a protest was made to keep the 
police committee from appointing him as- 
sistant chief of police and to keep the in- 
fluence that is exerted in his own home 
from being felt thronghout Atlanta. 

Relative to the reflection upon me in the 
statement that I was where few white 
women go, I will say that Mitchell street 
just back of the ‘Terminal station is a 
bonlevard or thoroughfare to some of the 
largest negro colleges in this section of the 
country; also a large grammar school for 
colored children is located back there. These 
people, these youths of our land, colored 
though they are, are future citizens and 
as such should receive the same restraining 
influences, the same law-abiding, clean in- 
fluences in which to grow and thrive as 
any other group of American citizens, These 
people will influence the destiny of our na- 
tion, and as each chain is only as strong 
as its weakest link, so each nation is only 
as strong as its weakest, most-neglected 
group of citizens. I go as often as time 
will permit to these and other colored 
schools, and made an address on Tuesday 
at Spelman university to the assembled 
girls and women from all sections of Geor- 
gia upon ‘‘Citizenship.’’ 

The colored youth who ere gathered to- 
gether in this college come from ali sections 
of our country, and it is our patriotic duty 
to clean up that section. Christ has no 
feet but ours to walk for Him, no lips but 
ours to speak for Him; therefore, I go there 
to carry His messages of righteousness. 

In answer to the charges of embarrass- 
ment and loss of character by the officers 
in question and Mr. Fain also I will say 
that their only embarrassment seems to be 
in being found out and exposed. It does 
not seem to occur to them or to some coun- 
cil members and others that the real shame 
should be aroused by the actudl doing of 
a thing or the actual failure to properly 
represent and carry out those principles and 
laws with which they are sworn under oath 
2 ae themselves and to force others to 
obey. 

Protective Forces Corrupt, 

The truth is that protective forces of 
our city have been so bound, so sold to, 
so controlled by the lawless that there has 
been acant redress for grievances by the 
law-abiding citizenry of Atlanta. Crime 
amd immorality have been so popularized 
and foreed tanto every section of our city 
that it is almost impossible to separate it.

Another blow to the coalition pro- 
rosal was the announcement by M. 
Franklin-Bouillon, the 
radica! leader, that he will not mter- 
pellate the government at present on 
its genern! policies. Originally 
had hoped to pave the way for a na- 
tional union cabinet by means of the 
interpellations.

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PRELATES ARRIVE FOR CATHOLIC C ON GRESS 


Of Seven Catholic Cardinals 


New York, June 11.—()—With the 


papal colors, yellow and white, flut- 
tering from hundreds of buildings, 
cheering thousands filling the streets 
and the air filled with confetti, New 
York today dropped the tools of com- 
merce to give welcome to seven red- 
hatted cardinals come to the - United 
States to attend the eucharistic con- 
gress in Chicago. 

The seven cardinals are Cardinal 
Bonzanvo, papal legate, the first of- 
ficial representative of the pope ever 
to come to the United States; Cardi- 
nal O'Donnell, primate, of Ireland ; 
Cardinal Dubois, archbishop of Paris: 
Cardinal Reig y Casanova, archbishop 
of Toledo and Spain; Cardinal Piffl, 
archbishop, of Vienna; Cardinal Cser- 
noch, archbishop of Budapest, and 
Cardinal Faulhaber, archbishop of 
Munich. 

Cardinal O'Donnell arrived on the 
President Roosevelt several hours be- 
fore the other six cardinals. He was 
given an ovation at Battery Park and 
taken to the archepiscopal residence 
of Cardinal Hayes. Fifth Avenue and 
Broadway were lined with thousands 
that waited hours for the arrival of 
the others. Many tugs, yachts and 
launches with reception parties aboard 
met the liner at quarantine. 

With motorcycle police brushing 
aside traffic, the Cardinals Bonzano 
and Hayes were the leaders of an 
automobile parade that ended at St. 
Patrick's cathedral on Fifth Avenue. 

On the President Roosevelt and 
Aquitania were more than a hundred 
other prelates, laymen and visitors 
to the twenty-eighth eucharistic con- 
gress. 

The cardinals are expected to re- 
main in New York for several days 
before beginning their trip to Chi- 
eago in a “Cardinal Special” train, 
finished throughout in their color. 

Cardinal O'Donnell was received 
less ceremoniously than ‘Cardinal 
jonzano and his party, but just as 
vociferously. Cardinal O'Donnell said 
the people of Ireland will never for- 
get the generosity of America. 

After being welcomed at the pier 
by delegations from the Catholic clubs 
headed by George Ryan, president of 
the hoard of edueation, and by thon- 


| sands of devotees, the five cardinals 
who did not accompany the papal le- 

te ashore were escorted to the hotel 

fanderbilt. Formal greetings from 

Cardinal Mundelein, of Chicago, were 
extended to them by Monsignor C. 
Quille. 

The progress of the high prelates 
efter landing on the pier, which was 
flanked with nuns, schoo] children 
and others, was delayed by the hun- 
dreds who wished to kiss their rings. 

At St. Patrick's cathedral, Cardinal 
Bonanza and Cardinal Hayes were 
greeted By thousands who packed the 
streets. Passing before a police guard 
of honor, consisting of 250 mounted 
police standing at attention, the pre- 
lates blessejl the crowds from the ca- 
thedral steps. 

A chorus of 20 priests of the dio- 
cese took part in the services in the 
cathedral.

Carbon monoxide gas in the exhaust 
from the automobile engines is a men- 
ace which intelligent folk have learn- 


ed to respect. Even the open air in a 
city street where the automobile traf- 
fic is heavy may become sufficiently 
contaminated to cause mild gassing; 
as sometimes happens to a traffic of- 
ficer or other person who remains for 
a considerable time in the street. Of 
course this is likely to occur only when 
there is no breeze or wind to freshen 
the air. 

Acute carbon monoxid poisoning, 
when the concentration of the gas in 
the air is not strong enough to pro- 
duce complete Joss of consciousness or 
death, usually manifests itself as sud- 
den frontal headache, nausea, perhaps 
vomiting, and faintness or giddiness, 
perhaps with some mental aberration 
which a casual observer might ascribe 
to drunkenness. Together with such 
symptoms, a rather characteristic ef- 
fect is that the victim suddenly loses 
power in his knees, becomes “frozen” 
in the spot. 

The diagnosis of chronic carbon 
monoxide poisoning, say in a person 
who is perhaps unwittingly exposed 
to the inhalation of slightly contami- 
nated air every day over a-consider- 
able period, is more difficult, yet phy- 
sicians are on the alert nowadays be- 
cause such exposure is so very com- 
mon. When a patient comes com- 
plaining of headache, digestive distur- 
bances and vague mental or neuras- 
thenic symptoms, the doctor's suspi- 
cions are at once aroused. If the ex- 
amination discloses a high red corpus- 
cle count, in spite of the pallor of the 
patient, the doctor feels fairly certain 
that the patient is somewhere or some- 
how exposed to carbon monoxid. 

The striking association of the high 
red cell count—more than 5,000,000 
red corpuscles to the cubic millimeter, 
which is normal or above normal— 
with apparent anemia, at, least with 
marked pallor, poor general nutrition 
and other symptoms commonly noted 
with anemia, is highly suggestive of 
chronic carbon monoxid poisoning. 

This is one of the thousand rea- 
sons why people who are “not sick 
enough to have the doctor” but yet 
not as well as they should be, should 
invest in a thorough periodic a egg 
or health examination, which, of 
course, will include a blood count 
when pallor or apparent anemia is 
noted on inspection. 

The heaters in closed cars not in- 
frequently permit some pollution of 
the air in the car with carbon monoxid 
from the exhaust. This. may happen 
through faulty construction or instal- 
lation, or it may happen by reason 
of the peculiar fact that carbon mo- 
noxid gas may pass through red hot 
iron. However the gas gets into the 
closed car, it gets there sometimes 
and for this reason it is wise to have 
an inflexible rule that one window 
shall always be kept open when the 
automobile engine is running and driv- 
er or passenger is in the car. Prob- 
ably many a headache, lost appetite, 
“car sickness,’ or other impairment 
of health is in fact due to mild car- 
bon monoxid poisoning from the heater 
in a closed car. As a hygienic feature, 
if not a matter of efficiency, the air 
heater should be discarded and the 
closed car heated, if necesgary by some 


safer method.

SECRETARY WORK 
VIOLATED RIGHTS 
OF ARIZONA, CLAIM 


Washington, June 11—()—RF, w. 
Michael, president of the Verde River 
Irrigation and Power district of Ari- 
zona, here seeking remedial measures 
through the courts and congress, said 
in a statement today that Secretary 
Work’s attempt to cancel rights-of- 
way over federal public lands entails 
a violation of state ‘rights and would 
mean that settlers would lose their 
life savings. 

This, he declared, aroused the re- 
sentment on the project that caused 
homesteaders to hang Secretary Work 
in effigy yesterday. 

Mr. Michael said the homesteaders 
felt that they have been unjustly and 
arbitrarily treated by Secretary Work. 

The district, he explained, as a 
state institution, had derived from the 
state its right to use the waters of 
the Verde river and other sources, 
rights-of-way over state lands for ca- 
nals and dams, but “unfortunately the 
land along the Verde river is still 
public land of the United States, 
and it was necessary to secure right- 
of-way for the purposes of construc- 
tion of reservoirs and canals from the 
federal government.” 

Secretary Work, he said, had un- 
dertaken to cancel these rights-of-way 
because the financing of the project 
had not been accomplished. Should 
the secretary be sustained, he added, 

it would be in effect the taking away 
of the state’s right to control the use 
of the waters belonging to the state.”

PRIMARY IS COSTLIEST 
IN HISTORY OF STATE. 

BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, June 11.—With ex- 
penditures of more than $400,000 al- 
rendy confessed and much more to 
come, the recent Vennsylyania sena- 
torial primary race already has gained 
the distinction, such as it is, of having 
been the most costly if not the most 
corrupt in the bistory of any state. 

This is more than six times the ex- 
penditure for which Truman H. New- 
berry was condemned by the senate. 
Pepper spent practically five times 
what Newberry did. Such figures as 
already have been disclosed have no 
equal in senatorial fights and will be 


greatly increased before the investiga- 
tion is over. 

Although congress is denied by a 
supreme court decigion from legislat- 
ing regarding sta primaries, the 
senatorial disclosures now being made 
are likely to have a tremendous effect 
indirectly, and can hardly escape be- 
ing drawn into the general fall cam- 
paign because of the connection of 
Secretary of the Treasurer Mellon 
with the candidacy of Senator Pep- 
per. 

The senate committee devoted sev- 
eral hours Friday to ferreting out 
the money spent in behalf of the 
Pepper-Mellon ticket. Joseph R. Grun- 
dy, collector of funds for the Pepper 
in eastern Pennsylvania, 
admitted miscellaneous contributions, 
including $18,000 out of his pocket, 
of $125,000. He admitted advancing 
$300,000 in loans to the general com- 
mittee supporting the Pepper ticket. 
Then he signed a note for $90,000 
to provide cash for paying some 
9,000 workers in Philadelphia on elec- 
tion day, He estimated that unpaid 
bills for which money must yet 
fraised will total $100,000. 

Senator Pepper took the stand. and 
admitted that small contributions made 
to his persofal committee, in which 
other candidates on the slate did not 
share, totalling $125,000. Previously 
W. L. Mellon, nephew of Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon, had admitted 
expenditure of $305,000° in western 
Pennsylvania for which Secretary 
Mellon and W. I. Mellon, the secre- 
tary’s nephew, each gave $25,000.

“Although regretting the abandon- 
ment of the Geneva protess which 
had aroused hope throughout the 
world, all non-Europeans rejoiced at 
the success of Locarno and were con- 
vineced that the treaties would event- 
ually adapt themselves into a broader 
league program. : 

“There was apparent an impera- 
tive necessity for increasing the coun- 
cil and it is therefere imposible to 
understand how anyone could argue 
that Germany alone should be given 
a permanent seat on the council. 

“It is also imperative that there 
now shall be made“public any private 
agreements reached at Locarno. 
Hence, when it was proposed to ad- 
mit Germany alone, Brazil, which 
previously opposed the election of 
Spain, the friend of Brazil, because 
Brazil herself was a candidate and 
because America’s interests had not 
been considered, was obliged to op- 
pose Germany for election to the 
council on the same grounds, 


Asked Three Seats. 


“Having previously explained our 
position to Germany, we went to the 
March session of the league assembly 
convinced that finally the council 
avould be reorganized on the long- 
promised basis of admitting Germany, 
Brazil and Spain together. General 
surprise was caused by Sweden’s an- 
nouncement—naturally influenced by 
European interests—that, she would 
veto all candidates except Fiance 
although she might give favorab 
consideration to other candidates in 
September. Thus the Locarno agree- 
ment became a formal order, and it 
was an eleventh-hour thesis‘that the 
permanent members of the council 
should be chosen only from the great 

awers. 

“If this decision is maintained, it 
will be difficult to understand Ger- 
many’s election, as the treaty of Ver- 
sailles forbids German possession of 
a large army or a fleet. 

“Thus America’s idea of the league 
was abandoned.

Equalization Fee in Hau- 
gen Bill; Senator Fess 
Opposes Measure. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

Washington, June i1.—Farm relief 
le -islation has again become the key 
to the date of recess of this session, 
to the fate of other legislation that 
competes with farm relief for the brief 
time remaining and the key also, ap- 
parently, to a situation within the or- 
ganization of the republican party, a 
situation which looks like nothing. less 
than a cleavage between President 
Coolidge and Vice President Dawes. 
_ The measure for radical farm relief 
is called the Haugen bill after its au- 
thor in the lower house, although the 
name McNary has been hyphenated to 
it, because Senator MeNary, of Ore- 
gon, has identified himself with it in 
the senate. Also the bill’s chief op- 
ponent, Senator Fess, of Ohio, has at- 
t.ched to the title the name of Vice 
President Dawes, apparently with in- 
vidious intent. 

The Haugen bill was debated in the 
house weeks ago with a length and 
thoroughness such as no other bill has 
had in this congress and few bills in 
any congress. The house -rejected it 
by a vote of 212 to 167. Everybody 
st:pposed it was dead. 

ut there was in the senate an in- 
nocuous farm measure for a kind of 
advisory bureau of cooperation in the 
agricultural department, which had al- 
ready been passed by the house. To 
this measure Senator McNary added a 
variation of the Haugen bill as an 
amendment. This senate version has 
been softened by dropping the provi- 
sion for a presidential embargo on im- 
ports of farm goods under certain cir- 
cumstances. lso, the original Hau- 
gen yardstick for the fixed price, con- 
sisting of the price in competing coun- 
tries, plus the American tariff, plus 
the cost of shipping, has been changed 
in the senate version to merely “a 
fair and reasonable price.” 

This modified senate version of the 
Haugen bill is tied up to Vice Presi- 
dent Dawes by the fact that he car- 
ried on a correspondence about 
with an English economist, Sir Jo- 
siah Stamp, who indorsed the essen- 
tial Haugen feature as “economically 
feasible and not fallacious.” -Thic 
indorsement got much attention. One 
opponent of the Haugen bill pointed 
out that at the:very moment whea the 
English economist was writing his 
letter, his own country was in a crisis 
caused partly by his own government 
giving a subsidy to the British coal 
industry. This week Senator Fess, of 
Onio, impugned Sir Josiah’s motive. 
Fess suggested that since the purpose 
of the Haugen bill is to sell American 
farm products very cheaply abroad, 
and divide the loss among the Ameri- 
ca farmer, the American consumer and 
the Americun government, therefore 
possibly the Englishman’s approval of 


with his appreciation of cheap food 
for his own people at the expense of 
the American people. ‘ 


Equalization Fee. 
The main point of the serious fight- 


essential feature called the “equaliza- 
tion tax.” The equalization tax is to 
be assessed against every American 
farmer in order to meet losses involved 
in selling the export surplus at low 
prices. The administration and the 
advocates of different forms of farm 
relief say it is all right for the farmers 
to combine into associations and as- 
sess an acea tee fee against them- 
selves. Haugea, however, insists the 
assessment must be*made directly or 
indirectly ‘by the federal government; 
that there must hbe- the forte of the 
government behind the collection of 
the tax. Otherwise, he argues, some 
fermers would refuse to pay it and 
there is no means by. which a volun- 
tary association could compel him. 
Because this equalization fee is repug- 
nant to maay farmers, several. devices 
have been introduced at various stages 
of the Haugen bill to make the fee 
less odious. - One device has been that 
as regards some crops, or for a_ por- 
tion of the time, the losses should be 
paid by the federal government, thus 
relieving the farmers from the equali- 
zation tax. 

Senator Fess dwells on many fea- 
tures, including the fact, as lie sees it, 
that the real beneficiaries of the Hau- 
gen bill would be, not the farmers, 
but the millers and packers. On Wed- 
nesday Senatos Lenroot said, in. the 
form of a question to Fess: “If, the 
equalization fee should be held valid, 
the farmer, the live stock grower and 
the wheat grower would be taxed, 
and the profits would be paid to the 
packer and millers.” 

Fess answered: “Precisely, that is 
what I mean.” 

As the situation lies now, it looks 
as if Senator McNary and the other 
senate advocates of the Haugen Dill 
are willing to make many concessions, 
but not enough to make the bill ac- 
ceptable to its critics. Whether the 
Haugen bill in any form will pass the 
senate is one of the several ques- 
tions ahead. Some competent judges 
of senate sentiment say the prevail- 
ing wish is merely to give to senators 
now up for renomination an oppor- 
tunity to make speeches in behalf 
of the bil]. Others say that Cum- 
mins’ fate in Iowa shows that farmer 
constituents will not be content with 
a speech, and that only passage of 
the bill will save these senators.

American Held 
By Bandit Leader 


Is Given Release

(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


Mexico City, June 11.—Weather- 
beaten, emaciated, bitten by mos- 
quitoes and gnats, after three weeks 
a prisoner of Mexico’s most notorious 
bandit, Vidal Tenorio, J. W. Shank- 


lin, the American, arrived in Mexico. 


City yesterday. 
Mr. Shanktin, according to his own 
story, obtained his liberty on the pay- 
ment personally of the ransom of 5, 
pesos (about $2,500). 

Vidal Tenorio never. had, according 
to Mr. Shanklin, more than 200 men, 
but he knows the country so well he 
has defied capture for several years, 
even though the Mexican government 
and plantation companies are inter- 
ested in his capture and rewards are 
hanging over his head. 

Tenorio works with a small band 
of from ten to twenty-five men. When 
he wants more he sends out word for 
the number wanted to assemble at a 
given place, and the number always 
is there at thé appointed time. 

Mr. Shanklin was kept in a great 
cave, from which he never was alluw- 
ed to leave until the ransom reached 
the robber leader. Several times dur- 
ing his confinement the American was 
threatened with death. He was told 
that two Mexicans captured by the 
bandit leader were shot because they 
could not produce the money to pur- 
chase their liberty, and because Tenorio 
wished to impress the people of Vera 
Cruz that he was able and prepared 
to carry out his threat of death in case 
the ransoms demanded wére not forth- 
coming. 

Although Tenorio had several cap- 
tives during the time Mr. Shanklin 
was being held, the latter was the only 
one kept in the great cave. The other 

risoners were held in similar caves. 

is guards told Mr. Shanklin the 
whole neighborhood were friends and 
abettors of Tenorio, who constantly 
helped the poor by preying on the 
rich, according to the teachings of the 
red element of the neighborhood who 
have been urging the agrarians to 
more activity. 

Praetically all the Indians within 
an extensive radius of Tenorio’s oper- 
ations are armed. When the govern- 
ment agents, hunting arms, arrive in 
a town or village, the Indians hide 
their arms, appearing as simple, inof- 
fensive villagers. 

Mr. Shanklin, who is a compara- 
tively poor man, thinks the ransom 
paid to Tenorio ‘should be refunded 
from some quarter. 

From the details of the American’s 
story, the danger of the kidnaping of 
Americans residing in the state of 
Vera Cruz is quite real, since the rob- 
bers now know the securing of ran- 
som for their release is easy.

ers, Judge A. B. Neil, Davidson 
county circuit court, part two, in an 
address before the‘ annual meeting 
of the bar association of Tennessee 
today challenged “the right of con- 
gress or any other legislative body 
to take away from the courts any 
power that has been vested in them 
by the constitution.” 

“The constitution of the United 
States,” he declared, “vests all judi- 
cial power in the courts.” 

He voiced vigorous opposition to 
the. Carraway bill passed in the sen- 
ate in 1924, but which was prevented 
from passage in the house by the 
“crowded condition of the consent cal- 
endar.” 

This bill, he said, would limit the 
powers of the federal judge, making 
it a reversible error for a federal judge 
in a jury case “to express his opinion 
as to the credibility of witnesses or 
the weight or value of evidence,” 

“The plain purpose of the bill was 
to take away from the courts not 
granted powers but vested powers— 
powers that are vested in the courts 
by the constitution,” he said. , 

Judge Neil pleaded for judicial 
powers to comment on the evidence 
and pass upon the credibility of wit- 
nesses to the end that court action 
may be facilitated and justice attained. 

“T would not say that judges in this 
country should be clothed with un- 
limited power, but they should be free 
in some degree at least, from judicial 
and legislative overlordship to the 
end that there may be an expeditious 
a of cases and justice be done,” he 
said. 

“There are few mistrials in the 
federal court,” Judge Neil declared, 
“due to the fact that the trial judge 
has the right to comment on the evi- 
dence. If the trial judges in the state 
courts had the saime authority the 
hundreds of thousands of petty cases 
that find their way to the jury docket 
now, would remain on non-jury dock- 
ets to be disposed of without the 
intervention of a jury. As a result 
there would be no mistrials and a 
vast saving of time and money to 
both litigants and lawyers as well as 
public expenses.”

SEEN FOR ATLANTA 


» BY FORECASTER 


Atlanta weather now has reached 
the point where refrigeration, pal- 
metto fans, electric fans, natural or 
artificial ice, is wished for by all. 

Friday the mercury soared to 94 
degrees. It is scheduled to go just 
as high or a little higher, according 
to C. F. von Herrmann, who hands 
out the official weather bulletins for 
these parts, whether it is hot, cold 
or just pleasant. 

It is just hot enough for everybody 
but the weatherman to swear all rec- 
ords have been broken. But accord- 
ing to Mr. von Herrmann’s raft of 
records filed over a period of nearly 
a half century, the high temperature 
mark for the month of June in past 
years has gone far above 100. 

“It will have to go above the 100- 
degree mark for any records to be 
broken now,” he said. “Atlanta has 
had temperatures 100 degrees or over 
for every summer month. This is 
the highest we have had this year by 
two marks. The thermometer went 
to 92 degrees May 27 and again 
Tuesday.” 

Probable thundershowers today and 
Sunday were indicated in Washington 
bureau forecasts. 

Reports from other stations over 
the state indicated that the swelter- 
ing weather here was being experi- 
enced at other points. The high mark 
of 94 degrees in Atlanta has been 
broken in several other Georgia cities 
this year. 

The minimum temperature for Fri- 
day was 75 degrees early Friday 
morning. ‘Today’s low mark will be 
about the same, Mr. von Herrmann 
said. There will be little change in 
the weather today and there is no 
prospect of cooling showers soon, ne 
announced.

on the window.-of the outer cell. Of- 
ficials state that Travis had probably 
planned to attack the turnkey, un- 
lock his individual cell and escape 
through the outer window. He was 
transferred to a solitary cell on the 
top floor of the tower. 

Travis, Raymond Sisson and Roy 
Wilson, all sentenced to life imprison- 
ments in connection with the mutiny, 
were assigned to Georgia prison camps 
Friday by the prison commission. Sis- 
son will be sent to Floyd county, Wil- 
son to Richmond county and Travis to 
Muscogee county. David A. Perki.s, 
the fourth convict mutineer, has be- 
gun his life term in the Bibb county 
chaingang. 

Upon requesi of Captain A. A. 
Clarke, Fulton county warden, the 
convicts were assigned to prison 
camps where few escapes have been 
recorded. Wardens have been warned 
to watch them closely. 

Wilson, in a communication to the 
prison commission, requested that he 
be assigned to the state farm in Mil- 
ledgeville, declaring that he was suf- 
ferins from a fractured hip and a 
mashed foot received when he fell 
from the convict truck in which the 
mutiny began. The truck ran over 
him and he remained in a loca] hos- 
pital for several weeks. In the letter 
he stated that he was Nt eniity of 
murder and he agreed to — : 
sentence as the only way to save 
his companion, Raymond Sisson, who 
was formerly sentenced to pay the 
extreme penalty. Sisson was granted 
a new trial and a consent verdict 
of guilty with a recommendation for 
mercy was taken. 3 

“They agreed to get me out in 
three years and I believe they will, 
as they know I was framed,” Wilson 
wrote. 

The convicts are expected to be- 
gin their sentences within the next 
few days at the respective convict 
camps in Georgia, according to Dep- 
uty Sheriff J. D. Bazemore.

New York, June 11.—Steel com- 
mon, General Motors, New York Cen- 
tral, America’a Can and other _ s0- 
called Morgan-First National bank 
stoeks were very strong under the 
leadership of Steel and General Mo- 
tcrs. It has been many a long day 
since the stock: market has had two 
such leaders as Steel ang General Mo- 
tors. These two stocks, in climbing 
to new high records for this move- 
ment, suggest two relay runners, one 
going ahead while the other rests, the 
one resting relieving his running part- 
ner at exactly the right moment to 
bring about desired results. Some 
think the pace being set is too fast. 


Steel common is acting in such a 
way that old-timers in Wall street 
were sayig today that the big outside 
public who have been afraid to buy 
the stock are likely now to coime in 
after the stock has made e new high 
record for all time, which will mean 
that some will buy it at a price which, 
as one Wail street man put it today, 
means that they will get it “‘to have 
and to hold.”
